Smallpox in St. Louis. 

St. Louis, Mo., April 29, 1897. 
Sir : I have the honor to report that ten days ago a case of smallpox 
was discovered in the person of one of the bell boys at the St. Nicholas 
hotel. He was immediately sent to quarantine, his quarters fumigated, 
and the remaining help vaccinated and kept under observation by the 
health authorities. 

Yesterday another case was discovered in the person of a waitress. 
She was at once removed to quarantine, and her quarters fumigated 
and every precaution taken.
